The kind of spray material to use 
or controlling insects in the v ege­ 
table garden depends upon whether 
• fm ccts obtain their food by chew- 
..; or by sucking, says the New J er- 
i y S*.ite College of Agriculture at 
N v Brunswick. 
‘.'eariv all of the Insects attacking 
v t*,etab.es, 
howev er, 
are 
chewers. 
The 
chief 
exception 
is 
the 
plant 
lou^e, winch procures its nourishment 
by drilling into the plant 
with its 
beak. 
It takes constant v igilance and 
daily examinations of the plants to 
keep insects from destroying the v eg­ 
etable garden. 
Beetles, grasshoppers and the Im­ 
mature stages of certain insects in 
discriminate^ 
called “ worms,” 
feed 
on the stems, leav es, and fruit of 
v egetables and kill or greatly weaken 
the plants. 
These chewing pests must 
be combated with a stomach poison 
sprayed on the part of the plant where 
the insect Is most likely to feed. 
Use 
arsenate of lead if you want a poison 
that is not likely to burn the foliage. 
The following formula is easy to mix 
and effectiv e in 
its 
results: 
Arse 
nate of lead, one tablespoonful of paste 
or half tablespoonful of powder; wa­ 
ter, one gallon. 
Mix the arsenate of 
lead thoroughly with a small quan­ 
tity. of water, then add the rest of 
the gallon. 
The solution should be 
stirred occasionally during the spray- 
i ing. 
Plant lice are not only sucking in 
sects, but prefer to work under cov er, 
so when searching for them, look on 
the under sides of the leav es. 
A con­ 
tact spray which entirely cov ers them 
is 
necessary 
for 
effectiv e 
control. 
Either nicotine sulphate, alone or in a 
soap solution, or pyrethrum is the best 
material for this purpose. 
A strong 
soap solution alone such as that re­ 
maining from a washing may also be 
used successfully.

Equality Joyously Accepted 
Six Years Ago Is Spurned 
Now—Great Britain’s Con­ 
trol of the Seas Is Essential 
To Existence—Congress of 
the United States May Em­ 
bark o n Extensive Ship 
Building. 


Launch for Rock Island Unit of Naval Reserves 


Official W ashington has been con­ 
cerned, and not a little nettled, over 
Great Britain’s attitude toward fur­ 
ther naval disarmament, as revealed 
at the Geneva conference. 
In the six years that have elapsed 
since Great Britain “joy on !y accept­ 
ed” na'#! equality w :th the United 
States at the W ashington conference, 
one official cynically observed, British 
view s on naval armament appear to, 
have undergone 
a 
complete 
trans­ 
form ation. 
And another official said; 
“The British lion at W ashington in 
1921, and the British lion at Geneva 
in 1927, are two different beasts.” 
Great Britain and the United States 
stood 
shoulder to 
shoulder 
in the 
W ashington arms conference 6 years 
ago, and it was this solidity that 
finally broke down all Franco-Japan- 
ese opposition to the great world re­ 
form proposed by America, and re­ 
sulted in the epochal 
5-5-3 
treaty. 
The British and American delegates 
at W ashington spoke with the same j 
voice. 
I 
The contrast between W ashington 
an$ Geneva is so marked, however, j 
that it is alm ost the sole topic of 
discussion in diplomatic and official 
circles. 
Instead of mutually support­ 
ing each other’s view s, as at W ash­ 
ington, the American 
and 
British 
delegates at Geneva 
have 
collided 
upon 
almost 
every major point of 
further naval reduction, and so se­ 
rious are these differences that the 
ultim ate failure of the tri-party con­ 
ference at Geneva already is seen. 
America threw the naval leader­ 
ship of the world upon the table in 
1921 and sacrificed thousands of tons 
of new naval construction upon the 
altar 
of world disarmament. 
The 
gesture was so magnificent that it 
moved 
Lord Balfour, chief of 
the 
British delegates to tears, as he then 
pledged that Britain would loyally 
cooperate with America in the great­ 
est reform ever carried out by cour­ 
age 
and 
statesm anship.” 
At 
the 
sam e tim e Britain was faced 
with 
certain loss of w orlds na'a1 suprem 
acy; and, 
as Balfour said, Britain 
‘‘joyously accepted” 
na'a1 equality 
w ith the United 
States 
in 
capital 


ships. 
Now, at Geneva,' the British dele­ 
gation headed by W. C. Bridgeman, 
first lord of the adm iralty, not only 
has refused to 
accept 
the

Am erican proposal of naval parity in 
auxiliary ships, but has even insisted 
that the W ashington treaty be re­ 
opened and changes made in it that 
would make Britain once more the 
“ m istress of the seas. 
“Britain” said 
Bridgeman,

New Gears for Planes 
Climbing in Rare Air 
Lynn. Mass*—The addition of two 
gears and a small “impeller” to an 
airplane engine now makes possible 
higher power at all altitudes, which 
in 
turn 
means 
higher 
speeds 
or 
heavier loads. 
Tills is accomplished 
with a built-in supercharger developed 
at the research laboratory of the Gen­ 
eral Electric company here, after the 
design of Dr. S. A. Moss, It was an­ 
nounced recently. 
Previously 
the 
supercharger 
has 
only been used extensively In military 
airplanes, and then only as an at­ 
tachment, but now several large man­ 
ufacturers of engines have adopted 
the new supercharger as an integral 
part of their motors built for com­ 
mercial planes. 
“The supercharger does exactly the 
same for the airplane engine as the 
oxygen tank does for the pilot when 
flying at high or unusual altitudes,” 
stated Doctor Moss. 
“At 20,000 feet 
there is but half irs much oxygen In 
the atmosphere os at sea level. 
An 
ordinary engine loses power rapidly 
as It ascends, but with the super­ 
charger in use this Is not the case.”

Beetles, grasshoppers and the Im­ 
mature stages of certain insects in­ 
discriminately called “worms,” feed 
on the stems, leaves, and fruit of 
vegetables and kill or greatly weaken 
the plants. 
These chewing pests must 
be combated with a stomach poison 
splayed on the part of the plant where 
the insect is most likely to feed. 
Use 
arsenate of lead if you want a poison 
that is not likely to burn the foliage. 
The following formula Is easy to mix 
m d effective in its tv-nits: 
Arse­ 
nate of lead, one tablespoonful of paste 
or half tablespoonful of powder! wa­ 
ter, one gallon. 
Mix the arsenate of 
lead thoroughly with a small quan­ 
tity of water, then add the rest of 
the gallon. 
The solution should be 
stirred occasionally during the spray­ 
ing. 
I’lant lice are not only sucking in 
sects, but prefer to waft under cover, 
so when searching for them, look on 
the under sides of the leaves. 
A con­ 
tact spray which entirely covers them 
is 
necessary 
for 
effective 
control. 
Either nicotine sulphate, alone or in a 
soap solution, or pyrethrum is the hest 
material for this purpose. 
A strong 
soap solution alone such as that re­ 
maining from a washing may also he 
used successfully.

Live meat animals show such wide 
variations in all essential respects 
that it is impossible to determine ac­ 
curately the value of a given lot un- 
j less the animals making up the group 
are sorted in such a way as to pre­ 
sent a high degree of uniformity. Be­ 
fore such sorting can he satisfactorily 
accomplished it is necessary to set up 
definite fixed standards for the vari­ 
ous groups. 
The department has been studying 
this problem of grade standards for 
many years,

industry. 
The standards have been 
used in the conduct of the depart­ 
ment’s live stock market news service 
for the past eight years.
